What the Great Senator Says Against 
the Conduct of Garfield. 


From the Letter of Resignation of Senators Conk- 
ling and Platt tothe N. Y. Legislature. 


We had been told only a few hours before

After earnest reflection and  consulta- 
tion we believed the proceeding unwise and 
wrong, whether considered wholly in relation 
to the preservation and integrity of the J 
service and publie example to be set or in re- 
lation also to the integrity of the Republican 
party.

This paper was presented to the President 
by Mr. James on Monday, the 28th day of 
March. Knowing the frequency with which 
every one of the twenty Presidents of the 
Republic, and markedly the present incum- 
bent, had withdrawn nominations on less se- 
rious representations, we do not apprehend 
that such suggestions would be treated as an 
intrusion or invasion of any prerogative of 
the nominating power. We were disap- 
pointed. 

Immediately the public press, especially in 
articles and dispatches written by those in 
close and constant association with the Presi- 
dent and with an influential member of his 
cabinet, teemed with violent denunciations of 
the Senators from New York for ‘“‘opposing 
the Administration” and “dictating to the 
President.’’ Persons who visited the ex- 
ecutive mansion reported the President as 
resentful and impatient of the hesitation to 
**advise and consent“ to what he proposed. 
We had made no assault upon anybody; we 
have at all times refused to answer questions 
by representatives of the press, or to make 
complaint or comment, or even denial of the 
many truthless charges published against us 
by officious champions of|‘‘the Administra- 
tion’’—indeed, beyond confidential consulta- 
tions with brother Senators and officials, we 
have said nothing until now on the subject: 
nor have we either of us promoted a dead- 
lock in the Senate’’ in order to prevent or in- 
fluence action in any nomination; nor have 
we ever so stated. 

Immediately after the nominattons were 

ublished letters and telegrams in great num- 
vers came from every part of the State from 
its leading citizens, protesting against the 
proposed changes and condemning them on 
many grounds; several thousands of leading 
mercantile firms of New York, constituting, 
we are informed, a majority of every branch 
of trade, sent us remonstrances; sixty of the 
eighty-one Republican members of the As- 
sembly by letter or memorial made objection; 
Representatives in Congress, State officials, 
business yee dace “rei men, commercial, 
industrial and political organizations are 
among the remonstrants; and they speak 
from every section of the State. 

— * — * * * * 

Following this sweeping and startling exe- 
cutive act came ominous avowals that dissent 
or failure to advise and consent“ would be 
held an act of offenfe, exposing all Senators, 
from whatever State, to Executive displeas- 
ure. Thus we find ourselves confronted bya 
question whether we shall surrender a plain 
right and the sworn duty of Senators by con- 
senting to what we believe to be vicious und 
hurtful, or be assigned a position of disloy- 
alty to the Administration which we helped to 
bring in and the success of which we 
earnestly wish for. Every reason and 
motive which enter into the case we 
know. No theorv is avowed by any party 
which requires such submission as is now 
exacted. Although party service may be 
fairly considered in making selections of pub- 
lic officers, it can hardly be maintained that 
the Senate is bound to remove without cause 
incumbents merely to make places for those 
whom any individual, even the President or a 
member of his Cabinet, wishesto repay for be- 
ing recreant to others or serviceable to him. 
“peo? _about* two years ago the Senate 
advised that General Merritt be appointed 
Collector at New York. Itis understood that 
among the Senators who so advised was Mr. 
Windom, now Secretary of the Treasury and | 
head of the department whose subordinate 
Gen. Merritt is. Another Senator known to 
have given this advice was Mr. Kirkwood, 
now. Secretary of the Interior. It is said that 
like the Postmaster-General, from our own 
State, these Cabinet officers were not taken 
into consultation touching the removal of 
Gen. Merritt, but their sworn and official ae- 
tion as Senators is none the less instructive. 
That the late Secretary of the Treasury and 
the late Administration up to its 
expiration less than ten weeks ago approved 
Gen. Merritt as an officer, is well known, and 
it is nowhere suggested that any citizen had 

etitioned for his removal or that official de- 

inquency on his part is reason of it. In 
place of an experienced officer, in midst his 
term fixed by law, it is proposed suddenlv 
to put a man in who has had no training for 
the position, and who cannot be said to have 
any special fitness for its official duties. 

Inthe inaugural of President Garfield, de- 
livered on the 4th of March, stand these 
words: 

“The civil service can never be placed on a 
satisfactory basis until it is regulated by law. 
For the good of the service itself, for the pro- 
tection of those who are entrusted with the 
appointing power against a waste of time 
and obstruction to public business caused by 
the inordinate pressure for place, and for the 
protection of incumbents against intrigue 
and wrong, I shall at the proper time ask 
Congress to fix the tenure of minor offices of 
the several executive departments and pre- 
seribe the grounds uponewhich removals 
shall be made during terms for which the in- 
cumbents bad been appointed.“ 

How good the distinction is, which would 
make the major offices a prey tointrigue and 
wrong, and shield minor offices from like 
hayoc, and whether the collectorships of the 
country should belong tothe exposed or to 
the protected class need not be decided here. 
We are therefore wholly unable, upon what- 
ever ground we put it, to see justification for 
ourselves, should we become parties to using 
the public trusts which belong to the poopie: 
to require such service in such modes. But 
the appliances employed to effect the results 


set up new standards of responsibility and in- 
wade, we believe, the truths and principles 


_— 


on which the separate and. co-ordinate 
branches of the Government stand. A Sena- 
tor has his own responsibility. He 
is amenable to his State and 

the body of which he is a 
member. He is bound by his oath to ad- 
vise and consent’’ on his conscience and judg- 
ment before God. Whatever or whoever else 
may constrain him he is to be exempt from 
executive menace or disfavor on one hand, 
and executive inducement on the other. Long 
standing on the orders of the House of Com- 


mons has been the declaration that a member 


shall suffer expulsion who even reports the 
wishes of the executive head of the Govern- 
ment to influence the votes of members, The 
British constitution is not more jealous than 
ours in this regard. To give advice and 
honest, independent advice as to appoint- 
ments proposed is as mucha right and duty 
of a Senator as it is the right or duty of the 
President to propose. Be his advice one way 
or the other, it is no more an act of disrespect 
or treason to the nominating power than the 
verdict of a juror or the decision of a judge, 
The idea that the Senate is simply to find out 
what is wanted and then do it we cannot 
believe safe or admissable, and thus far no 
party has dared or descended to set up such a 
test of party fidelity or allegiance. 

In this instance such prominence has been 
given to the subject awd such distrust been 
expressed of the correctness of our positions 
that we thinkit right and dutiful to submit 
the master tothe power to which alone we 
are bound and ever ready to bow. The Legis- 
lature is in session. It is Republican in ma- 
jority, and New York abounds in sons quite 
as able as we to bear her message and com- 
mission in the Senate of the United States. 

With a profound sense of the obligation we 
owe, With devotion to the Republican party 
and its creed of liberty and right,“ with 
reverent attachment to the great State whose 
interests and honor are dear tous, we hold it 
respectful and becoming to make room for 
those Who may correct errors we have made 
and interpret aright all the duties we have 
misconceived. We therefore enclose our 
resignations, but hold fast to the privilege 
as citizens and Republicans to stand for the 
constitutional rights ofall men and of all 
representatives, Whether of the States, the 
nation or the people.

The King of Kentucky Horses. 
Fom the London Telegraph. 

We are reminded that Kentucky claims to be 
regarded as “the Yorkshire of the United 
States’’ by an interesting memoir, compiled 
by Mr. G. B. Bruce, editor of the Kentucky 
Live Stock Record, which treats of Lexing- 
ton, the best thoroughbred ever foaled inthe 
famous blue-grass region of which the town 
whence he takes his name is the center. The 
bay horse Lexington—the sire of Mr. Lorill- 
ard’s Parole—was foaled in 1850, and first saw 
the light upon the stud farm of Dr. Wartield, 
by whom thedam of Lexington was also 
bred. It may not be inapposite, although 
useless a warning to Englishmen, to mark 
that Alice Carneal, the dam of Lexington, 
never ran in public until she was five years 
old; that Boston, his sire, never started until 
he was three, and that Lexington himself 
never faced the starter until he also was 
three. In this country the turf is too far com- 
mitted to five and six furlong handicaps, to 
short selling races, and totwo-year old spins, 
for any profit to result from pointing out 
that the great coursers of the past were born 
and managed under widely different condi- 
tions from those now prevailing within the 
four seas; but perhaps it may not inappro- 

riately be asked, ‘*What would such an an- 
imal as Lexington have done, at any reason- 
able weight, with the fields which started 
this week at Epsom for the Metropolitan 
Stakes and for her Majesty’s Plate? Mr. 
Bruce tells us that the greatest of Kentucky 
sires died at midnight on July 1, 1875, and 
was game to the last, although in his twenty - 
sixth year. He was buried near the scene of 
his greatest stud triumphs, on the hill which 
overlooks the green paddocks where his old 
matrons browse and the young foals gambol 
in the bright sunshine amid the green grass.“ 
It is not our custom in England to indulge in 
such poetical language when a mighty patri- 
arch of the stud is laid finally to rest, but at 
any rate the land which gave birth to Lexing- 
ton in 1850 is deserving of further honor for 
having produced Foxhal: in 1878. . 


Joe Emmet Abroad. 
New York Special to Chicago Times. 

The Herald’s Liverpool cable says: J. K. 
Emmet, the actor, hus broken his engage- 
ment and was placed in a lunatic asylum, but 
released to-day. When he was conveyed to 
the workhouse hospital, vesterday afternoon, 
in a semi-delirious state, he mistook its 
gloomy corridors forthe luxurious splendor 
ofa hotel, and kept erying for drink. He 
was placed in a room by himself in the luna- 
tic ward, an apartment deyoted tothe better 
class of patients being seletted. An experi- 
enced attendant was told off tosee to his re- 
quirements. About two hours after his ad- 
mission he became conscious of his where- 
abouts, and was greatly moved and shame- 
stricken. Dr. Kellett Smith, his chief medical 
attendant at the Washington Hotel, signed 
the certificate for his removal to the hospital. 
This morning Mr. Emmet was much better 
and demanded to be released. Although*Dr. 
Forbes, the senior house surgeon, counselled 
him to remain until to-morrow, he did not 
feel justified in retaining him, in view of the 
improvement in Mr. Emmet's condition. 
Mr. Emmet was therefore liberated, and left 
the building with his friends. He returned 
to the Washington Hotel, and this evening 
took a walk with his manager, Mr. Wilton, 
Visiting the minstrel troupe at St. James 
Hall. He leaves here to-morrow morning to 
recuperate at Llanduno, a delightful and 
popular watering place inthe north of Wales. 
He will be accompanied by his friend, Mr. 
Allison, Mr. Wilton, his manager, and Mr. 
Coady, his stage carpenter. The latest ac- 
counts about Mr. Emmet say that he looks 
astonishingly well after what be has gone 
througb. The Alexandria theater will re— 
main closed until’ Monday, when it is hoped 
that Mr. Emmet will appear without fur- 
ther misadventure.

WAYMAN M’CREERY’S ‘‘L’AFRIQUE.”’ 

Last evening marked a notable event in the 
musical annals of St. Louis, and the Olympic 
was well filled by a critical and fashionable 
audience assembled to pass a verdict upon an 
opera, the composition of a St. Louis gentle- 
man. When it was first announced that Mr. 
Wayman McCreery would produce for one 
week at the Olympic the satirical comic opera 
of L’ Afrique, which was the result of his own 
musical genius, and that he hadjcourageously 
undertaken the heavy expense entailed by the 


proper mounting and preliminary work of a 
successful musical production, the. wiseacres 
shook their heads and doubted. But gradu- 
ually as news came of the delightful melodies 
which were said to be found the 
opera, the jpublic grew more contideat and 
the jnitial performance was awaited with a 
mixture of curiosity and anxiety for its suc- 
cess, as it was felt the event. was one which 
could not but reflect credit on the musical cul 
ture of the Future Great. Before the curtain 
arose last evening the dress circle was pack d to 
its ut most capacity, and the otuer portions of 
the house were well filled. The musical pro- 
fession was well represented, and the audi- 
ence was one which would not pass a judg- 
ment lightly. Indeed, it wasjneedlessly cold, 
as if afraid to commit itself too quickly to the 
endorsement of a work which it recognized as 
one of the most arduous tasks in music. But 
after the melodious and lively overture doubts 
began to be dissipated and the opening chorus 
dissolved the icy  stateliness, and as 
one beautiful aria succeeded another 
the house warmed.to the music and at last 
grew wildly enthusiastic in doing honor to 
the young composer’s talent. It may be briefly 
and emphatically stated that with all the 
drawbacksincidental to an amateur cast, and a 
first performance at that, the opera was u com- 
plete success: that it would do honor tothe 
musieal ability of semen who already stand high 
in the ranks of living composers, and it was a 
at fying triumph notonly fer Mr. McCreery, 
ut also for the city which gave it birth. 
‘*L’ Afrique’’ or The Tale of the Dark Conti- 
nent’’ is an opera in two acts, and it is a love 
story, the ep'sode in which takes, place on the 
borders of Zululand, the hero being a young 
British ofticer and the v'liain a Boer. There 
ure maidens, English soldiers, Boers and Zu- 
lus introduced as chorus, andthe entire effect 
was pleasing. Mr. McCreery’s music 
is ofthat character thatit cannot fail to be- 
come popular. It is bright, lively and very 
melodious, and thereare airsof surpassing 
sweetness in it, notably the waltz duett. Asit 
isthe first effort of the young composer, it 
would be too much to expect it strongly mark- 
ed with individuality, orthatit would be en- 
tirely without faults. But it is more than meri- 
terious; it has all the elements of success, and 
in certain passages thereisa rythm and rich- 
ness which appeal inmesistibly to the musical 
ear. The chorus and solo by Sergeant Tops 
and the English solv ie s was stirring and splen- 
did and was greeted withapplause, Geor- 
gina’s first solo was likewise well received, 
and Lieut. De Bracy’s ‘‘Geoffrey Plantagenet’’ 
brought down thethe house. It was admirably 
sung by Mr. Phil Branson. The waltz duet, 
which is one of the gemsof the opera ana 
which was exquisitely rendered by Miss Car- 
renter and Mr. Branson, literally took the 
10use by storm. The duet and dance of Mr. 
Smyth and Miss Schuler was encored several 
times. The wedding march, whichis striking 
in its melody, did not have the effect antici- 
pated. It is one of the sweetest numbers in 
the opera, Another duet between De Bracy 
and Georgina was greeted with saivoes 
of applause and shouts’ of bravo. 
The second act is fully in keeping with the 
first. There is no falling off noticeable inthe 
composer’s powers,and the solos and choruses 
have the same deliuhtful musical qualities as 
those in the preceding act. The cast of the 
opera was as follows:

Miss Cora Carpenter was a pleasing heroine 
and sang her score with much sweetness and 
feeling. She was scarcely sprightly enougg, 
however, in her acting. Miss Pauline Schuler, 
as Alice, was quite satisfactory, but lacked re- 
pose. Mr. Dierkes sang the music of the Cap- 
tain ,exceliently, while Mr. Poindexter was 
equally at home with thescore of Zwickenboot. 
Both gentlemen were a little stiff. Mr. 
Phil. Branson as the Lieutenant made a dz 
cided hit. He was perfectly at home on the 
stage; his bearing was manly and dignified, 
and his fine tenor voice rang out with splendid 
purity. Hewas encored enthusiastically in 
all his solos, and it was the general verdict 
thatthe part could scarcely be rendered bet- 
ter. His fine vocal talents are too well-known 
to need comment. Mr. W. G. Smyth possess- 
es genuine power as a comedian, and as Ser- 
geant Tops gave quite a character sketch 
while he did full justice tothe music of the 
part. The chorus is deserving of much 
praise and is one of the features 
ot the performance. Prof. A. G. 
Robyr wielded the baton with much tact and 
udgment. At the conclusion of the first act 

fr. Wayman McCreery was enthusiastically 
called before the curtain,and the verdict pass- 
ed was unanimous approval from the ‘‘god’’ in 
the gallery to the ‘‘swell’’ inthe parquet. The 
composer made a modest and appropriate 
speech, offering all the honor to the gentleman 
who had assisted him, specially thanking Prof. 
Louis Mayerfor his services in the orches- 
tration, and Mr. Robyn for his drilling, and 
Mr. Will Schuyler for the libretto. The latter 
also responded to calls and appeared,and like- 
wise made a few remarks in excellent taste. 
From first to lust the opera was a success, and 
that in spite of the unfamiliarity with the 
stage business noticeable in most of the ur- 
tists. Mr. McCreery has achieved a triumph of 
which he maybe proud. Popular the work 
cannot fail to become. L’Afrique will be pre- 
sented every evening this week and at the Sat- 
urday matinee, and it should be liberally pa- 
tronized, first on account of its merit, second- 
ly as an encouragement to native talent and 
a young composer.

ALBANY, N. I., May 17.—The news of the 
resignation was received with great astonish- 
ment by all. Great indignation was expressed 
by some at Conkling’s cunning, and, as some 
think, childishness. The capitol was a scene 
of greater excitement last evening 
than has been the case since the selection of 
United States Senator in the early session. 
The Senate assembled as usual, but Mr. 
Robertson, President pro tem, was absent 
and the clerk called to order and 
read a note from Robertson designating 
Mr. Sessions as to preside. The reading 
of the journal was dispensed with. Then Mr. 
Woodin movedto adjourn. The question was 
put, and although none could tell whether 
carried or not the session was 
declared adjourned amid 
count,“ 290 a etc. This 
defeated the reception of the expected mes- 
sage fromthe Governor transmitting the re- 
signation tothe Senate of Platt and Conkling. 
The Assembly chamber was crowded, the floor 
itself being inconveniently full of 
Officials, politiciaus, reporters and 
correspondents, as busy as bees, 
seeking information, ideas and rumors from 
everyone. Few members, however, were 
willing fo commit themselves, and the whole 
thing resolves itself into a eonundrum which 
nobody is ready to answer. At the hour ap- 
pointed 

THE SPEAKER RAPPED TO ORDER. 
A long and rambling prayer was offered. 
The reading of the journal was hurried 
through with as usual, andthen appearedthe 
private secretary of the Governor with his 
hands full of bills, veto messages and docu- 
ments for which all were waiting. The 
yetoes were announced as usual as 
the messages from the Governor to the As- 
sembly, but the other he was careful to say 
wasfrom the Governor to the Legislature.

He Attempts to Pummel Simon Mayer in 
the Streets This Afternoon.

At the 
Station Mr. Rosenblatt appeared cold, calm 
andvery much soiled. The back of his spring 
suit was well daubed witb mud, and the same 
substance was plentifully plastéred over his 
face, nair andhands.

RIDING ON THE RIVER. 


Capt. Scudder Proposes a New Plan for the 
Fresh Air Mission. 

The coming summor is to be replete with 
cheap excursions. There is no form of alleged 
pleasuring which has so little misery about it as 
the river excursion, and the people are begin- 
ning to find this fact out. The Fresh Air Mis- 
sion is already preparing to begin its secend 
series, and while they are casting about for 
cheap transportation the following suggestion 
trom Capt. John A. Scudder may be of some 
value. A PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter met tbe 
Captain onthe City of Providence yesterday 
and in the course of a general chat he said: 1 
can’t tell you with what reluctance I 
take out an excursion like this, 
even when the utmost care is taken to prevent 
accident. The chief source of danger lies in 
the people themselves. Suppose aman were 
to fall overboard now, or any unusual thing 
wereto occur, the very first thing would bea 
fushto the side where the accident had oc- 
curred. There would follow a demoralized 
panic. I know this so well that I pass the 
whole time in fear and trembling. And when, 
instead of grown peopie, one carries out a 
boat load of children, the thing becomes even 
so much worse. I would sooner carry two 
thousand men and women than six hundred 
boys and girls.“ 

Well, what can be done about it?“ 

The remedy is simple. If these Fresh Kir 
Mission people would hire a couple of barges 
and deck them over and then hire a tug to tow 
them wherever they want to go, they would 
have just the same pleasure with one-tenth of 
the expense and one-tenth ofthe danger which 
accompanies the present method. They could 
then go up the river, too, where there are a 
great many more places to goto than there 
are down here—our boats§{cannot go under the 
bridge you know. I wish they would do some- 
thing of the _ kind, and shift the re- 
sponsibility off of the Anchor -Line.’’

He was a boarder at 
Tizhe’s house and tried the door leading 
up the stairs to the third story 
where he roomed. It was locked and accord- 
ingly he shouted to Tighe, who was in bed at 
the time, tolet himin. Tighe had no key and 
he called to Fitzgerald to come around to the 
other steps up the next house by which it was 
possible to getinto the Tighe establishment. 
Fitzgerald did so and got up to the third story 
all right where it was necessary 
to climb around a partition onthe porch. As 
he did so he began to fall and caught at Tighe, 
the balustrade of the porch gave way and pre- 
cipitated both men tothe rocky alley below. 
Tighe died in great agony this morning and 
Fitzgerald can hardly recover.

„Telegraph My Mother in Texas Stat- 
ing What Has Happened.” 


When George Muller, the proprietor of a 
barber shop at 1522 Broadway, entered his 
place shortly after six o’clock this morning, 
he heard pitiful groans and strangled exclam- 
tions issuing from the room rear of the estab- 
lishment. On entering he found his employe, 
Joseph B. Rosson, a young man 23 years 
of age, lying on the bed writhing 
in pain and foaming atthe mouth. Hecalled 


to the young fellow, who rv at him wildly | 
( 


but did not otherwise heed him. The floor at 
the bedside was covered with some white 
drug. Onatable near the bed alight burned 
brightly though the sun was streaming in at 
the windows. Beside the lamp lay a sealed 
envelope, around the border of 
which four thickly inked lines to be 
in imitation of a mourning envelope was 
drawn by the unsteady hand ofthe author of 
the contents. It was directed to ‘‘Mr. George 
Muller, City.’’ Before openingit Mr. Muller 
quickly summoned Dr. McElheny, who arrived 

u few moments after he was notified. At a 
glance he prononnced it a case of morphine 
poisoning beyondimmediatehelp. Ambulance 
No. 4 was telegraphed for and the dying man 
sent to the City Hospital. Before the 
driver had gone a great distance the young 
man’s suffering became intense. He uttered 
unintelligible exclamations and vacantly 
grasped at imaginary objects while his frame 
underwent the severest contortions. Death 
came to the sufferer’s relief before the ambul- 
ance reached its destination,and the body was 
then transferred to the Morgue where it now 
lies beside that of William Patterson. 

When search was instituted by Deputy Cor- 
oner Praedicow and a reporter, an empty mor- 
phine bottle was found in one corner. The 
letter addressed to Mr. Muller was bordered in 
black ink, similar tothe envelope, and was as 
foilows: 

City.—Mr. George Muller: Please, tele- 
graph to my uncle Jasper Starkey who 
lives at Bethalto, Ills., Madison 
County, stating what has happened, and also 
tomy mother, Mrs. E. A. Rosson who lives at 
Farmersville, Texas, Collin county (turn 
over). I would state the reason for my com- 
mitting this terrible act upon myself, but it 
would not make the matter any better. 

I now leave wy kindest regards to everybody, 
hoping you may all have a happy 
life to live. Inow bid you all farewell until we 
meet at the judgment bar. 

Yours resp., 
J.B. Rosso. 

Beside this lay a first draft of the farewell 
letter written on the back of a Commonwealth 
Lottery advertisement. In a cigar box was 
found over a huxdred notes of acceptance of 
company, excuses and engagements, with a 
letter from Carrie Rosson, at Farmersville, 
Collin county, Texas. 

The dead man had only, been 
in this city about two months, coming from 
Greenville, Texas. He was a druggist, but be- 
ing unable to Hund any employment worked as 
abarber. He never spoke of his antecedents, 
but frequently said he was lovesick and tired 
of life. While in this city he was always down- 
cast. No moneyor valuables were found in his 
valise, which only contained old clothes.

The Republican Pressure to Obtain a

Thereisa ripple of excitement around the 
City Hall te-day from the leaking out of the 
fact that a strong pressure is being brought to 
bear to secure a new Street Commissioner. 
Prominent Republicans are urging upon the 
Mayor the propriety of a change. They do 
not assign any political reason for setting 
aside Gen. Turner. The argument used 
with Mr. Ewing is that if he 
wants to signalize his administration 


and please the people the best avenue open 
to him is a reformation of the system of street 
construction and repairs. That 
GEN. TURNER 
has held the office four years and has not done 
better, they urge, affords the inference that he 
is not the best man for the place. Just how 
far the Mayor feels the force of the argu- 
ment or the strength of the pressure it is 
hard to tell. He has a way of not revealing his 
state of mind except when he feels disposed to 
do so. That he is anxious to see the streets of 
St. Louis put in better shape, and that he has 
given the subject a great deal of thought is 
well known. Heis strongly disposed toward 
a liberal system of public improvements. 
When Overstolz was elected by the machinery 
of both parties four years ago the Republican 
managers put in an early claim for the posi- 
tion of Street Commissioner as 
PART OF THEIR REWARD. 

There were several interviews at which Mr. 
Overstolz, Mr. Filley and others were present. 
It is said the Mayor had promised positively 
that the Street Commissioner should be a Re- 
publican. Mr. “ys | and his associates pre- 
sented the name of John H. Pohlman, the
